U. of Toronto Called 

Hotbed of Communism 

— - 

Toronto— (CUP) — The Students' 
Administrative Council of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto last week rapped 
the recent statements of President 
Watson Kirkconnell, of Acadia Uni- 
versity to the effect that the Uni- 
versity of Toronto is a "hotbed of 
communism". 

By a unanimous vote, the follow- 
ing resolution was passed by the 
council: "That the Students' Admin- 
istrative Council of the University 
of Toronto go on record as strongly 
deploring unfounded and unproven 
statement which reflect unfavour- 
ably on this university". 

This refers specifically 1 to a recent 
statement which President Kirk- 
connell of Acadia is reported to 
have made. The University of Tor- 
onto Council also released a state- 
ment saying that It feels "that the 
^statement that the University of 
Toronto is a 'Hotbed of communism' 
Is a gross misrepresentation of fact, 
and that it strongly resents such 
Implications about the university 
being made without supporting evi- 
dence." 

In an article released recently by 
the British United Press. McGill 
University was also accused of be- 
ing a 'hotbed of communism'. 



Mr. Crcpcau's statement was 
prompted by a story in Friday's 
Gazette which suggested there was 
some "mystery" «bout the removal 
of Finnie's picture. 

"The Union House Committee has 
made arrangements to remove the 
old pictures which now adorn the 
walls of our reading room and re- 
place them with some pictures or 
paintings of the people who have 
made great contributions to this 
university, such as Sir Arthur Cur- 
rie, Sir William Macdonald who 
gave us the Union, Principal James 
and Finnie Fletcher," Crepcau de- 
clared. 

He suggested that a more appro- 
priate place for the athletic pic- 
tures now hanging in the reading 
room would bc the Sir Arthur Cur- 
rie Memorial Gymnasium. 

Mr. Crepeau objected to the fact 
that the Gazette reporter did not 
ask any member of the House Com- 
mittee for information on the re- 
moval of Finnie Fletcher's picture. 
"In matters of administration of 
the McGil Union, we of the House 
Committee only ask that we be 
given the bencfil of the doubt that 
we may be acting in good faith and 
for the greatest advantage of the 
student body," he declared. "We 
are always available to answer all 
queries regarding the administrative 
policy of our Union and we will 
always receive suggestions whole- 
heartedly."

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COMMUNISM ON THE CAMPUS 



The Students Admi nisi rat ivc Council at (he 
University of Toronto has rapped Dr. Watson 
Kirkconncll, president of Acadia University, for 
"unfounded charges" that the University of 
Toronto is a "hotbed of Communism." 

This is but one manifestation of the anger 
that has been mounting at universities across 
Canada since an article by Dr. Kirkconncll ap- 
peared in Saturday Night on January 18. 

Saturday Night announced in a preface to 
the article that Dr. Kirkconncll had analyzed 
therin the report of the Labor Progressive Party 
University Students' Conference at Toronto la«t 
fall. Dr. Kirkconncll did no such thing. He 
merely presented what he purports to be an 
L.P.P. document. 

If Dr. Kirkconncll had "analyzed" the L.P.P. 
report, he would have given some concrete sug- 
gestion!? as to the strength of the L.P.P. Party 
at the various universities. Instead, he merely 
said: "From the foregoing excrpts from a vol- 
uminnussjdocumcnt, it, is clear that there arc 
militant Communist, 'nuclei' on the campus at 
McGill, Toronto, Winnipeg. Saskatoon, Edmon- 
ton and Vacouver.'' 

Dr. Kirkconcll did not have to go to L.P.P. 
literature to discover that there arc Communist 
students at the universities mentioned. Almost 
any one of about 50,000 students in Canada 
could have told him that, there are. Communist 
students at several universities he didn't mention. 

And these same students could have told Dr. 
Kirkconncll that the strength of the L.PiP. 
groups is so small that to suggest that the uni- 
versities of Toronto and McGill arc "hotbeds 
of Communism," as he is reported to have done 
in a speech last week, is merely to speak in an 
intemperate manner.

Rattigan's Boy Is Good 

Reviewer Finds Myron Galloway's Direction

If "Flare Path" was insufficient 
proof for some that Terence Rat- 
tigan could write something other 
than brilliant comedy, "The Wins- 
low Boy" should convince the scep- 
tics that Rattigan is, without doubt, 
a first-rate playwright. In both 
plays, a sense of implicit tragedy 
is skilfully blended with humour, 
the obvious is always avoided, and 
his characters are as real as the 
people sitting on either side of you 
In the theatre.

Until Dr. Kirkconncll presents concrete 
figures, we suggest that his articles and speeches 
arc pure misrepresentation. Why does he not 
give figures rather than use vague charges? 
We suggest that if he gave figures, people would 
say: "What is all the fuss about?" 

At the general meeting of the student body 
last November, a motion was passed to the effect 
that a previous motion endorsing freedom of 
speech "shall not be construed in any way as 
an approval of Dean Hewlett Johnson's views, 
and that this meeting go on record a« unalter- 
ably opposed to every tenet of Communistic 
dogma." It seems to us that Dr. Kirkconncll 
could have mentioned this is his Saturday Night 
article. And he could have mentioned that only 
five hands were raised in opposition to the 
above motion. 

We think it is time for student leaders on 
this and every other campus to strike back at 
vague charges and incorrect news reports. Quite 
apart from the fact that when over-zealous anti- 
Communists cause incorrect impressions they 
lend to slander the whole student body in 
Canada, the false impressions lend to aid the 
Communist cause. 

These over-zealous anti-Communists are 
pushing the Communist bogey so strongly that 
both students and public are beginning to find 
it difficult to tell which organization is Com 
munist and which is not. This assists the 
"divide and conquer" technique of the Com 
munists. 

We suggest, therefore, that student learlers 
set an example by being careful how they use 
the Communist label. And we suggest that 
silence to wild charges and erroneous reports is 
not always the best answer. O.K. 



HOTBEDS OF COMMUNISM? 



The following is an editorial from The 
Varsity, student newspaper of the University 
of Toronto: 

According to the president of Acadia Uni- 
versity, Dr. Watson Kirkconncll, Varsity and 
McGill are hot-beds of communism. In recent 
speeches and magazine articles he suggests that 
these two universities have become plotting- 
grounds for a world revolution. 

Dr. Kirkconncll is a world-renowned linguist 
and literary figure. But unfortunately he has 
never applied the patient scholasticism that 
brought him fame in these fields to his crude 
and naive attempts at political analysis. 

With Dr. Kirkconncll at the head of the in- 
stitution, it is a wonder that Acadia has not 
disproportionate number of Communists in its 
student body. 

Ridiculous and unfounded statements such 
as those made by Dr. Kirkconncll do Commun- 
ists more good than harm. It is time Dr. Kirk- 
conncll realized this. No one . . . least of all 
The Varsity . . . will quarrel with Dr. Kirkcon- 
nell's opposition to communism. But he is 
certainly asking for an argument with the 
methods he uses to oppose communism. 

Such unsubstantiated statements can do 
nothing but create sympathy for the philosophy 
he seeks to destroy. They can do nothing but 



give Canadian Communists the propaganda op- 
portunities which their American counterparts 
have obtained from the United States investiga 
tions into Communist spying. 

In the University of Toronto there are less 
than 50 members of the Labor-Progressive 
Party. There may be another 1Ô0 who arc in 
agreement with the aims of the party but arc 
not members. 

This is Dr. Kirkconnell's Communist hot 
bed. 

The world is lorn apart today by a conflict 
between the Capitalist societies of the west and 
the Communist societies of the cast. Capitalism 
has always emphasized individual liberty, frc 
qucntly at the expense of social justice. Com 
munism has stressed social justice, almost al 
ways at the expense of individual liberty. 

There are Communists in this country — a 
very few of them at Varsity and McGill — just 
because we have frequently neglected social 
justice. 

Dr. Kirkconncll performs no service by tell 
ing us there arc Communists in Canada. Every 
one knows that. He performs a great disservice 
by misleading the country with erroneous 
statements. 

Dr. Kirkconncll is, no doubt, a sincere anti- 
Communist. He would be more successful in 
his opposition if he were more sensible.

Piche Recital 

In what was possibly the most 
interesting Casavant recital of the 
season to date, the Canadian organ- 
ist. Bernard Piché, was heard last 
Tuesday night at Notre Dame 
Church. Unfortunately, the date co- 
incided with that of a concert 
given by the Little Symphong, 
which accounts for the rather mea- 
ger attendance. 

For his fourth recital here in as 
many years, Mr. Piche chose a 
program constructed mainly along 
French lines, beginning with two 
short works by the Couperins and 
ending in rousing fashion with the 
Finale from Viernc's Third Sym- 
phony. It was an opportunity to 
recall the tromendous wealth of 
literature left by the French organ 
school, of which M. Piche is an out- 
standing exponent. 

The artist achieved some exqui- 
site effects in "Les Cloche d'Ar- 
cadi" by Francois Couperin and in 
'Variations on a Noel" by Ba 
bastre, recalling the peculiar tonal 
characteristics of the old French 
organs. 

The familiar Pastorale by Franck 
was treated conventionally enough, 
but the "Piece Héroïque'* stood re 
vcalcd as a splendid example of 
Franck's symphonic writing for 
organ, in spite of a slight tendency 
on Mr. Pichc's part to abuse of the 
full power of the instrument. Never 
thclcss he seems to possess a pecu 
liar affinity for this type of music, 
making it, and the Vicrnc, by far 
the best part of the program. 

An unusual feature was the in 
elusion of a "To Dcum" by Mr. 
Piché's teacher, Charles Tourne- 
mire. This is music which deserves 
to be heard more frequently. The 
variations gave the recitalist oppor- 
tunity to display his complete mas- 
tery of his instrument. 

Mr. Pichc's Bach was the only 
disappointment of the evening. The 
writer still recalls the stunning 
performance of the great Toccata in 
F with which he opened his first 
recital here in 1945, revealing him- 
self a Bach player in the French 
tradition. 

Between the two organ groups, 
the Euphonia Vocal Ensemble under 
Roger Filiatrault was heard in a 
group of ancient polyphonic church 
music of which Mr. Filiatrault and 
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his singers have made a special 
study. This is a well disciplined 
choir which might conceivably be- 
come an important adjunct to the 
musical life of this city,

Did you ever take an intelligence 
test? There used to be a question 
that read as follows: a doctor, a 
lawyer, and a priest were seen go- 
ing into a house. What had hap- 
pened in that house? 

Here is a similar type of question 
to test your knowledge of McGill. 
An architect, a sociologist, two eco- 
nomists, and two geographers are 
examining maps laid out on a large 
round table. Who arc they and 
what are they doing? 

The number of McGill students 
who can never answer that ques- 
tion- is just about nil. They arc six 
itudents engaged in graduate work 
at McGill on Town Planning. 

STARTED TWO YEARS AGO 

This course of studies and fellow- 
ships in community planning and 
housing was started at McGill just 
two years ago and it is the only 
college course of this type in Can- 
ada. Its formal opening in 1347 
marked a great step forward in pro- 
gressive education in Canada and 
McGill can be justly proud of this 
achievement. 

Course had its beginnings in in- 
formal discussions on physical 
planning between Professors Bland, 
Hare. Higgins, Dawson and Spcnce- 
Salcs. The physical planning of n 
country refers not only to its towns, 
cities, and villages, but to its for- 
ests, communications, and farm 
lands. In its largest sense it is the 
responsibility and a policy of the 
government. 

Canada has passed the crude ex- 
ploitation stage and advanced into 
the stage of conservation. This im- 
plies planning, such as the Prairie 
Rehabilitation Program now in pro- 
grcis out west. Professor Spencc- 
Bales claims that this is as dra- 
matic and significant a develop- 
ment for the country as a whole 
as that of Tenncsse Valley Develop- 
ment. 

running Old Idea 

Town planning Is but a small part 
of this larger process. Nor is it by 
any means a new idea. Descartes 
had a grand plan for a city and the 
city of Washington, D.C., was laid 
out on paper before the construc- 
tion was begun. These plans were 
chiefly concerned with the archi- 
tectural beauty of the city and did 
not take its functions into considera- 
tion. For litis reason they were 
unsuccessful. A town can be com- 
pared to a living organism. It has 
vitality, has n circulatory system, 
grows, can decay. A successful 
plan must consider all these aspects 
of the town and particularly the 
fact that it is always expanding and 
changing. Careful planning can di- 
rect the growth of a city to the best 
advantage and prevent parts of it 
from becoming obsolete.

Montreal is considerably closer but 
rail and wire connections to Mont- 
real arc extremely poor. For this 
reason supplies arc ordered from 
Toronto and all grain from this 
region is exported to Toronto as 
the owners do not wish to take 
the chance of having it sit in sid- 
ings for weeks, delaying business. 

If connections were imporved 
Montreal could become a supply 
and export centre for this area. In- 
dustries engaged in producing thc 
type of supplies required for this 
region would expand and certain 
areas of Montreal could be counted 
on to expand. 

Being prepared for this expan- 
sion, zoning laws could guide thc 
development along thc best lines. 

Tom Shoyama is a Canadian of 
Japanese descent who was born in 
Kamloops, B.C. He attended the 
University of British Columbia and 
received both a B.A. and B. Com- 
merce. He also edited and publish- 
ed thc New Canadian, a newspaper 
for Japanese written in English. At 
thc time when this paper started 
there were three Japanese language 
papers being published, but these' 
were closed down immdiatcly after 
Pearl Harbour. The New Canadian 
alone, was allowed to operate and 
became extremely important. After 
a stretch in thc army Shoyama went 
to Saskatchewan where he did eco- 
nomic research on planning. 

New Developments 

Tom Is* studying Municipal fi- 
nance and its relation to urban de- 
velopment. Property tax is the city's 
chief source of revenue although 
thc City of Montreal derives con- 1 
siderablc revenue from its two per 1 
cent sales tax. But to finance a' 
large re-devclnpmcnt thc city; 
would be forced to borrow large' 
sums. It would be extremely diffi-J 
cult to build low cost housing, 
that would yield much in thc way 
of profits above operating expens- 
es, but thc development would re- 
present a capital investment for 
the city. 

All new developments require a 
large outlay for the sewage sys- 
tems, laying out streets, schools, 
parks, and public buildings, which 
thc city must provide. Until it can 
all plans for improvement will be 
useless. Thus one of the chief prob- 
lems of town planning is finance. 
Another is controls', which are ex- 
tremely limited here. These might 
prevent "urban blight" which is 
thc term applied when the central 
area of a city begins to decay and 
land values drop. Other areas be- 
come residential when they would 
be far better suited to commercial 



All this thc planners hope will be 
controlled by better legislation in 
thc future. 

Before this can be brought about 
thc problems of legal background 
and administration must be 
solved. 

ARCHITECTURE 

Brahm Wcisman. a cheerful red 
head, helpfully describes himself 
as thc rebel of the group. He de- 
clared that 2.0011 years from now 
thc cities, will die, literally kill 
themselves through overgrowth. He 
claims that thc schism between 
town and country is too great and 
that the future will sec an entire- 
ly new type of city, unlike any- 
thing wc now have. 

He is working on thc standards 
by which an area must be zoned. 
Laws should reguiatc thc set back 
from the street, thc amount of thc 
plot which a building may cover, 
the height of the building, etc. In 
certain areas no building higher 
than ten stories might be permitted. 
If higher it might affect land 
values, wnich would affect tax 
evaluation, which would in turn af- 
fect municipal finance, which in 
turn looks like a vicious circle to us. 

Biahm feels that greater, but 
wise controling is needed here, but 
doubts if it will come for a long 
time % He mentioned Great Britain 
where a central board must grant 
permission for the location of any 
new factory, which again points 
up how much planning can become 
a matter of government policy. 
Britain 

However the controlling boards In 
Britain are vast and unmanageable 
with, many principles impossible to 
ke»p in practise. Thc government 
pays for all land appropriated but 
it also requires owners to pay a 
heavy tax on all land which has 
risen greatly in value due to im- 
provements which thc owner has 
not made but arc a result of sur- 
rounding developments. 

Brahm is a Montrealcr, who re- 
ceived a B.A. in Architecture from 
McGill last year. He plans to work 
in a government office on planning. 

GEOGRAPHER

Pairings Named 

Zurich, Switzerland. Jan. 30.— 
—The executive committee of the 
International Ice Hockey Federa- 
tion Saturday night paired 10 teams 
to participate in the World Hockey 
Championships at Stockholm Feb. 
12-20. 

Sudbury Wolves, Canada's rep- 
resentative, were paired with Aus- 
tria and Denmark in thc first brack- 
et, Group A. 

In group B. the second bracket. 
Czechoslovakia's strong team will 
play Sweden and Finland. 

In group C, thc third bracket. 
Switzerland, the United States, 
Norway and Belgium will meet 
each other. If a team drops out of 
group A or B, Belgium will be 
transferred to fill thc berth. 

Each learn will meet every other 
team in Its group and then two 
from each bracket will enter the 
finals. Thc six teams in thc finals 
will play each other once. 

Poland cancelled its entry, ex 
plaining bad weather made it im 
possible to obtain sufficient prac 
ticc. 

Thc committee decided to use 
the Canadian system of officiating 
with one chief referee and one as- 
sistant controlling the game. 

Chief referees will bo F. W. 
(Dinty) Moore of Port Colborne 
Ont., representing the Dominion: 
Walter Brown, the United States; 
Adislav Tcncza and Vijtech Okoli- 
cany. Czechoslovakia; Herbert 
Kcsslcr, Switzerland; and Axel 
Sandoe and Goesta Ehtin, Sweden. 
Ther,e will be seven assistants. 

Thc schedule for the World 
Championships will be drawn up 
by Sweden before February 10. 

The Swedish representative told 
the committee that the tournament 
will be played on nine rinks, one of 
them being the Articical Stndion 
rink. Six of the rinks arc in Stock- 



holm itself and three in the sub- 
urbs. 

He added that the Swedish Ice 
Hockey Association will offer a 
"fair play" cup to the team out- 
standing for its clean play. 

A special tournament will be or- 
ganized for teams not reaching tho 
finals.
